GREETINGS; 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts you 
are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of said 
Town, qualified to vote in elections and in Town affairs, to 
meet in the Town Hall in said Whately, on Monday, the 
twentieth day of February next, at 11:30 o'clock in the fore- 
noon, then and there to act on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose by official ballot all necessary 
Town Officers for the ensuing year: Moderator, Treasurer, 
Town Clerk, one Selectman for three years, one Assessor for 
three years, one School Committee for three years, two Library 
Trustees for three years, one Cemetery Commissioner for three 
years, Auditor, Tree Warden, Elector under the Will of Oliver 
Smith, and two Constables. 


ARTICLE 2. To raise and appropriate such sums of 
money as may be deemed necessary to defray the expenses 
of the town for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will authorize the Treas- 
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urer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial 
year beginning January 1, 1956, and to issue a note or notes 
therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any note or 
notes as may be given for a period of less than one year, in 
accordance with Chapter 44, section 17, General Laws. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote that the Select- 
men be authorized to prosecute and defend all suits that may 
be brought in behalf of, or against, the Town, and employ 
counsel for same. 


ARTICLE 5. To see what the Town will do with the 
money received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote that the Ceme- 
tery Commissioners be authorized to act as Sextons, their 
compensation for cemetery work and opening graves to be 
fixed by a vote of the Town. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote that the Col- 
lector of Taxes be paid on a salary or on a commission basis, 
the salary or commission to be fixed by a vote of the Town. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to fix the sal- 
aries ond compensation of all elective officers of the Town as 
provided by Chapter 41, section 108, General Laws: Selectmen, 
Assessors, Moderator, Town Clerk, Treasurer, Auditor, Col- 
lector of Taxes, Elector under the Will of Oliver Smith, Con- 
stables, Tree Warden and School Committee. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 


ate the sum of $3000 for the maintenance of highways under 
the provisions of sections 26-29 of Chapter 81, General Laws 
and amendments thereto. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $750 for maintenance of highways under the 
provisions of Chapter 90, General Laws, said money to be 
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used in conjunction with State or County funds, or both. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $2000 for the improvement of Haydenville Road 
under the provisions of Chapter 90, General Laws, said money 
to be used in conjunction with State or County funds, or both. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will appropriate from 
the Post-War Rehabilitation Fund, the sum of $6500 for con- 
struction of a new bridge on Chestnut Plain Road at the Hat- 
field-Whately town line, commonly known as Briggs Bridge, 
under the provisions of Chapter 90, General Laws, said money 
to be used in conjunction with State or County funds, or both. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $375 for replacement of a culvert on River Road 
near the Straits Road intersection, under the provisions of 
Chapter 90, General Laws, said money to be used in con- 
junction with State or County funds, or both. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will appropriate the sum 
of $15,000 from Surplus Revenue for the financing of State and 
County grants, reimbursements when received to be returned 
to the Surplus Revenue account. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $13,164.34 for the town's share of operating 
expenses of the Regional School District. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate, or appropriate from available funds, the sum of $7,440 
for the town’s share of capital expenses of the Regional School 
District. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $40.00 for the town’s share of land purchase 
under section 5 of the Regional School District agreement. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
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ate the sum of $150 for Memorial Day Observance to be ex- 
pended under the auspices of American Legion Post No. 348 
of Whately. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will appropriate from 
the S. White Dickinson Library Fund the sum of $2575 for 
operation and maintenance of the Library. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will appropriate from 
Road Machinery earnings, the sum of $3500 for a new high- 
way iruck, and authorize the Selectmen to purchase same 
through competitive bidding, with or without the trade-in of 
the old Marmon-Herrington truck. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum 
of money from Road Machinery earnings for the purchase of 
a sand-box for one of the highway trucks. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to continue the 
Public Health Nursing District, comprised of the Towns of 
Whately, Sunderland and Ashfield. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to accept as a 
town way that section of the former route 5 described as fol- 
lows: ‘Beginning at the Deerfield Town line at station 0 plus 0 
of the 1899 State Highway Layout and extending in a south- 
westerly direction about 896 feet to about station 8 plus 96 of 
the 1899 State Highway Layout.” 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to amend 
Section V of the Agreement for Establishment of a Regional 
School District, as voted by the Town at a special meeting held 
November 10, 1954, and as provided in Section IX of said 
agreement: Section V if hereby amended by striking out the 
following sentence: “The lease shall be for a term of twenty 
years and the term shall not commence sooner than one year

1955 DOG LICENSE RETURNS 
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Selectmen’s Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


As required by the statutes of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts we present herewith our report of the activities 
of the year 1955. 


Additional work on Haydenville Road was done in 1955 
under Chapter 90. However, due to unforeseen drainage 
problems and other factors beyond our control, the distance 
covered was not as much as had been anticipated. Further 
work is planned for 1956. 


Continuance of work on Long Plain Road under Chapter 
81 was planned also, but exceptional maintenance require- 
ments did not allow much to be accomplished here. We hope 
to do more in 1956. 


The heavy rains of Aug. 20-21 caused considerable 
damage to dirt roads and to shoulders on the new work on 
Haydenville Road, all of which cost about $855.00 for tempor- 
ary repairs. A substantial part of this expense will eventually, 
we expect, be reimbursed by State and Federal sources. 


Material for the Williamsburg Road bridge was late in 
arriving, and it was not practical to do the work so late in 
the year. This should be completed in the early spring and 
several other bridges will be re-planked in 1956. 


We have again been asked by the State to take over the 
section of old Route 5-10 from the south end of the South 
Deerfield cut-off to the Deerfield-Whately town line. A special 
article will appear in the warrant for this purpose. There 
should be no maintenance costs on this road for some years, 
since the State completely re-built it a couple of years ago. 
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Our 4-wheel-drive truck was badly damaged by fire 
during the year, and although it was put into running condi- 
tion again, it has become the source of frequent repair costs, 
with much difficulty in obtaining parts due to its age. We are 
asking the purchase of a new truck, not a 4-wheel-drive. 

Welfare costs in the various categories have been about 
normal. O.A.A. has been reduced somewhat due to deaths, 
and our request for funds will be somewhat less. 

The hallways, selectmen’s office and community room 
have been painted during the summer, with much improve- 
ment in their appearance. The auditorium has been fitted up 
with window protection and basket-ball fixtures, in accord- 
ance with town meeting vote. Up-to-date the State inspector 
has not checked the situation to determine if he will allow this 
to continue permanently. Due to this use, no painting was 
done in this room. | 

Tentative grants by State and County have been made 
for the rebuilding of Briggs bridge at the Hatfield town line. 
This will require a special town appropriation of $6500 (25% 
of the estimated cost) which we recommend to be taken from 
our Post-War Rehabilitation Fund. A definite State grant has 
been approved for the re-building of a culvert on River Road 
near Straits Road intersection which has been the cause of 
much difficulty in past high-run-off periods. The State has 
allotted $1125 for this project with the stipulation that the 
town provide $375. The abuttor on the east will provide a new 
drainage channel to the river in connection with this work, 
eliminating an erosion problem on his land.

* These items are to be taken from available funds not affect- 
ing the tax rate. We also hope to take $2000 from available 
funds for the School Capital Expense item. 

Recommendations for 1956 have been held to a minimuna 
and several decreases in estimates will be noted. However, 
circumstances force increases in some items, and the planned 
opening of the new Regional High school places a heavy bur- 
den on the current budget, with a $7440 payment due on the 
loan and interest — we hope partly payable from available 
funds — and $13164.34 required for current operating costs. 
Local school costs are somewhat reduced, but since no classes 
will be moved to the new school until September, no substan- 
tial offset to the Regional School costs can be felt this year. 

Due to this being a State election year, expenses for reg- 
istration and election officers will be somewhat increased, 
while experience of the past several years indicates that a 
somewhat larger estimate must be made for constable and 
police work. Allotment for town officers are substantially un- 
changed, and the following recommendations for salaries are 
submitted:

Funds for a new highway department truck are necessary 
as the old 4-wheel drive truck is 14 years old, it has gone 
through a fire, parts for repair are difficult to obtain, and it is 
no longer a dependable piece of equipment. It is planned to 
keep it for emergency work and purchase a new standard- 
drive truck outright. Funds are available in the Road Ma- 
chinery earnings account. 


The State and County have allotted funds for rebuilding 
Briggs bridge at the Hatfield town line, and we feel it is im- 
perative that this be undertaken this year; our share to be 
taken from the Post-War Rehabilitation Fund. The State has 
also made a special grant for replacing the culvert on River 
Road near Straits Road intersection with Whately’s share of 
the cost being $375.00. This has been strongly recommended 
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by the State Engineers, and we believe should be undertaken. 


Our item of ‘free cash” is very low, due to failure to re- 
ceive State reimbursements for highway work, which are nor- 
mally received before December 3lst. Consequently, we will 
have to go very slow in using ‘free cash” for reducing the tax 
rate. While we cannot estimate the increase in the rate at 
this time (January 20th), we do know that it will be very sub- 
stantial.

It was voted at this time to raise the nurse’s fees from $1.00 
to $1.25. 


We still await word from the state health officials as to 
the continuation of the Salk treatment for prevention of polio. 


Several leads for a substitute nurse to be on duty during 
Miss McCann's vacation in the summer were unsuccessful. 
She very kindly consented to interrupt her vacation to care for 
chronic cases. Should anyone know of a nurse willing to sub- 
stitute the information would be greatly appreciated by your 
chairman. 


Separately you will find Miss McCann's report. Your com- 
mittee is quite pleased to hear favorable comments from her 
patients as to her thoughtful services for the sick. 


Financial reports of the 1955 appropriations will be found 
under the town treasurers’ accounts.

In the early months of the year there were some cases of 
mumps and scarlet fever, but as a whole we were fairly free 
from communicable diseases. 


The Well Child Conferences were held in each of the 
towns and were conducted by Dr. Low and Dr. Koehler of 
Greenfield. Two hundred and twenty-four pre-school children 
were examined in all. Most children visit their family physi- 
cians regularly. Two diabetic clinics were held in November, 
in Sunderland and Whately. 24 people attended, 2 were re- 
ferred to their doctors. The Nursing District continued its work, 
ranging from infant care to chronic illness. 
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The schools were visited frequently, weighing and meas- 
uring, vision testing and hearing testing completed in all 
grades. Early in June, Salk vaccine was given by the school 
physicians to children in the first and second grades who had 
their parents’ consent. We were very fortunate, for no child 
contracted polio this year. 


My sincere thanks go to the physicians, parents, teachers, 
and voluntary workers for their help during the year.

This past year has experienced several misfortunes due 
to delay in calling the Fire Department, by leaving this matter 
to someone who did not know the proper method to place a 
call. When asking the operators to make the call for you, be 
sure and specify the town in which you live, giving the loca- 
tion and the name. 


It is felt by some of the taxpayers and citizens that some- 
one should be at the fire station at all times. If this be the 
case, they must provide money for a full time person or per- 
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sons, to do this job. With the exception of three or four calls, I 
have personally answered and responded to all of the calls 
this year. 


Every family in Town is supposed to have had a card 
given to them with the proper procedure to contact the local 
Fire Department, giving the telephone number of the depart- 
ment, which is 5-2167. If anyone has not received a card, if 
they will contact me one will be provided for you. This tele- 
phone is covered by someone twenty-four hours of the day. 


With the approval of the Selectmen and the Finance Com- 
mittee, the balance of this year’s appropriation, together with 
the Civil Defense appropriation, we have ordered two two- 
way mobile radio units to be installed in your equipment. This 
to be expended in conjunction with the Civil Defense match- 
ing funds, of which CD pays one-half and the Town one-half. 


The expenditures of this year’s appropriation will be 
found elsewhere in the annual Town Report.

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Report of the Tree Warden and 
Moth Superimtendent 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


An innovation this year was the beginning of poison ivy 
eradication in the heavily infested east part of town, where 
one spray was made. The results were only partially satis- 
factory, however, since three sprays are normally required to 
secure complete eradication. 


The town roads were free of obstruction from blowdowns 
of trees and large branches, due mainly to annual inspection 
and vigilance on the part of the Tree Warden in the past. Due 
to past efforts in control, and removal of diseased trees by 
the Warden, control spraying of roadside areas by the Moth 
Superintendent was all that proved necessary for moth con- 


trol. 


Dutch Elm Disease is on the increase in the east part of 
town; otherwise the trees are in good condition. Little can be 
done to save trees from this disease unless all sides of each 
tree are well sprayed. The most effective control of spread of 
the disease is prompt removal and safe disposal of the infected 
tree. Elms must be burned or buried, or the bark removed and 
destroyed. A dozen diseased trees in various parts of the town 
have been taken down, a few of which required topping and 
therefore expensive removal. These trees were only several 
of those found diseased in 1954, and more have been found 
this year, leaving an even greater number to be removed in 
1956. Many other trees, not diseased and of various sizes, 
were removed as not safe to leave to withstand further storms. 
The State recommends an increase from $600.00 to $1200.00 for 
1956 under Chap. 761 for Dutch Elm, to be used mainly for 
tree removal. 
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In the center of town, the many trees on the broad avenue 
of the street are in need of trimming, and this is planned for 
1956. 

Under Chap. 660, in addition to Gypsy Moths, the follow- 
ing are declared public nuisances and are placed under the 
jurisdiction of the Moth Superintendent: Japanese Beetles, 
Wood Ticks, Poison Ivy, Canker Worms, Hag Moths, Elm Leaf 
Beetle, Tent Caterpillars, Hemlock Lcopers, Fall webworm, and 
Browntail Moths. 

Planting of replacement trees has been continued. It is 
apparent people are getting more tree-conscious and are 
planting boundary trees, certainly increasing the value and 
beauty of their properties at little effort and expense. 

Any request for information or services will meet with our 
prompt attention and cooperation, and again we express our 
appreciation, and pledge our best efforts in the interest of the 
town and its citizens.

To the Citizens of Whately: 


Again we are able to call your attention to a substantial 
increase (13.9%) in the use of the library as shown by the 
librarian’s records, detailed herewith. We note a constantly 
increasing use of the iacilities by the youth and are trying to 
provide additional reference books and other items that will 
assist them in their school work. 


We can now report that the expensive work done a year 
ago has evidently succeeded in removing the seepage con- 
dition, since the heavy rains and high water-table of the fall 
of 1955 caused no dampness in the building. 


During the summer, the outside trim and window-sash 
were repainted, with much improvement to the appearance of 
the building. Interior painting was done in the basement to 
repair damage done by seepage prior to the drainage job. 


A substantial amount of our Government bonds matured 
during the year, and we were finally able to invest the pro- 
ceeds at approximately a 3% income. Unfortunately, due ta 
legal restrictions, a larger income rate cannot be obtained. 


We are asking a town appropriation somewhat less than 
last year. 


Through the efforts of Mrs. Cane and several interested 
ladies, the sum of $519.99 was raised for the motion picture 
projector, through food sales, auctions and other projects and 
gifts, and a very excellent projector and screen have been 
purchased. Several films have been shown at the library and 
the machine has been loaned to local organizations who as- 
sisted in its purchase. Mr. Fred Bardwell, Jr. is the official 
operator and use of the machine may be arranged by contact- 
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ing Mrs. Cane. No charge is made for its use, but Mr. Bard- 
well's time is expected to be paid for. 


Again we wish to thank Mrs. Cane for her never-failing 
interest and attention, which is a big factor in the success of 
our library. And may we repeat that suggestions as to books 
you may desire to have purchased and any other services 
that may be rendered, be presented to Mrs. Cane or direct to 
the trustees. We want to make this library of outstanding 
value to the community.

Report of 
Frontier Regional School District 


The Frontier Regional District School Committee takes 
pleasure in reporting its progress for the year 1955. 


Upon its organization on November 22, 1954, the interim 
committee after due deliberation selected Ralph Lawrence, 
supervisor of secondary education in Greenfield, as its Edu- 
cational Consultant, and the James A. Britton firm of Green- 
field as its architect. On December 28, 1954, the committee 
voted a debt authorization of $40,000.00 for planning expenses, 
and on January 28, 1955, in the absence of any veto action by 
the member towns, obtained the authority to borrow that 
amount of money. The actual borrowing took place in June, 
1955, at an interest rate of 1.6% with provisions to pay off the 
principal in four annual installments of $10,000.00. 


Mr. Ralph Lawrence, working with the committee, pre- 
pared an excellent set of educational specifications for the 
proposed school. James A. Britton and his associate, Harvey 
Hatheway, prepared preliminary floor plans to provide the 
necessary rooms and the recommended relationship between 
rooms to offer the adopted program of studies and activities to 
an enrollment of approximately 640 students. 


The floor plans after several modifications were approved 
by the educational consultant, the committee, and the School 
Building Assistance Commission in Boston. 

Basically, the plan provides a one story building con- 
taining rooms for Industrial Arts, Mechanical Drawing, Arts 
and Crafts, Music, Showers and Lockers, Kitchen, Cafeteria, 
Guidance Suite and Health Suite, to which is connected a 
two story building housing ten general purpose classrooms, a 
homemaking suite, chemistry and physics laboratories, a bi- 
ology room, and a large library. 

Upon receiving the Commonwealth's approval of the pre- 
liminary plans in June, the committee instructed the architect 
to proceed with the working drawings. In the meantime, the 
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committee, together with the Deerfield Selectmen, prepared a 
lease between the Town of Deerfield and the Frontier Regional 
School District providing for the free rental of Deerfield High 
School buildings and grounds to the District for a period of 
twenty years with an option for the District to renew for a like 
period at the expiration of the original term. At a special town 
meeting, held on June 17, 1955, Deerfield voted the lease un- 
animously with the authority to sell to the District the plot of 
lond that the new building will occupy. 


On June 28, 1955, the committee voted a debt authoriza- 
tion of $735,000.00 for the purpose of providing the balance of 
the money necessary to build and equip the school. No mem- 
ber town took any action with the exception of Conway, which 
held a special town meeting on July 26, 1955. This meeting 
was, in effect, for the purpose of obtaining detailed information 
pertaining to the school and its cost to Conway, but in order 
to comply with the law, the article was worded to permit a 
veto of the proposed bond issue. Following a brief discussion 
of the costs of the proposed school, Conway citizens voted an 
overwhelming endorsement of the project. 


A twenty year loan was negotiated in November at an 
interest rate of 21/,%, and which provides for seven annual 
payments of $40,000.00 and thirteen annual payments of 
$35,000.00. 


Working drawings were completed by the architectural 
firm of James A. Britton, and were approved by the School 
Building Assistance Commission in late August. The construc- 
tion contract was awarded to the O. D. Purrington Co. of 
Providence, Rhode Island, for the low bid of $719,238.00. 


In the interest of saving time, the committee awarded the 
contract realizing that costs would have to be reduced in order 
to provide enough. money to equip the school. In the past 
ninety days, the committee has issued sufficient change orders 
to reduce the cost approximately $40,000.00 without changing 
the appearance of the building or reducing its size, or mater- 
ially impairing the quality of construction. 

As of this writing, it appears that the building will be con- 
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structed and equipped for the amount of money authorized, 
and construction is well under way. The contractor is confi- 
dent that enough of the building will be completed to permit 
occupancy and operation in September, 1956. 


In closing, ihe committee wishes to extend its sincere 
thanks and appreciation to the following: 


1. Architects James A. Britton and Harvey Hatheway 
who have cooperated with the committee in time and effort far 
above and beyond the dictates of any contractural agreement. 
Without their splendid spirit of helpfulness, we could not have 
attained such satisfying progress. 


2. Mr. Ralph Lawrence who, working against a deadline, 
prepared a splendid set of educational specifications which 
will immeasurably enhance educational standards for ihe stu- 
dents of the District. 


3. To the Town Clerks and Treasurers and other officials 
of the member towns who have been called upon to prepare 
countless copies of certified true extracts of innumerable ac- 
tions taken by the towns in respect to the formation of the 
Frontier Regional School District. 


4. To the selectmen and voters of Deerfield for their co- 
operation in preparing and voting the lease and sale of Deer- 
field High School buildings and grounds to the Frontier 
Regional School District. 


5. To the Baronas family for their cooperation with the 
District by selling their land on Pleasant Street to the District 
in order that access and egress to school property may be pro- 
vided from two different streets. 


6. To Harry Sinclair, Treasurer of the Frontier Regional 
School District, who has given freely of his time and effort in 
helping the committee, and who accepted the duties and res- 
ponsibilities of the Treasurer's office for nominal compensation 


during 1959. 


7. And to all the voters of all the member towns who 
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authorized the establishment of the Frontier Regional School 
District for the purpose of providing improved facilities and 
educational opportunities to all our children.

Dear Mr. Pielock: 


This is my fifteenth consecutive report of its kind. It dis- 
cusses noteworthy items of school procedure during 1955, ac- 
companied by pertinent data and specialized reports, and 
certain prospects for 1956, all under appropriate headings: 


ENROLLMENT AND PERSONNEL

Of Whately-resident pupils attending various day private 
schools, a total of eight (8) pupils is distributed from Grades 
Four to Twelve; and sixteen (16) adults were enrolled during 
the Fall in various courses of Evening Practical Arts. Home 
instruction is provided for one physically-handicapped child. 


No regular teacher changes occurred during 1955; but in 
September Mrs. Marjorie Rothstein began her duties as super- 
visor of art, union-wide, and Mr. Allan F. Taylor started work 
as Remedial English Teacher for the Union. 


I cannot even guess at the prospects of change during 
‘1956 in our teaching staff. All the Union's teachers have the 
privilege of applying for positions on the Regional teaching 
stati, beginning next September; and I only hope I shall know 
just how we are left in the elementary schools, by March lst 
at the latest—as has been promised me. 


BOOKS, SUPPLIES, EQUIPMENT AND FACILITIES 


Books and supplies are readily obtained nowadays with 
one odd hold-over from war-time, — I still have to make writ- 
ten affidavit whenever we buy a new wall-type pencil sharp- 
ner, that it is to be used wholly within the school concerned. 
When the Regional School is established next September your 
Committee has provided (as have the Conway, Deerfield 
and Sunderland committees) that all Seventh and Eighth 
Grade textbooks and related materials which cannot be used 
thereafter by the elementary schools of the Union are to be 
turned over to the Regional Administration. It will mean con- 
siderable saving of money and time. 
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Equipment in the two elementary schools which has been 
adequate for eight grades should certainly be enough for six 
grades next September; and during 1955 a new heating plant 
was installed at East Whately Grammar School, with oil fuel 
and a capacity which has made things comfortable there as 
never before. The removal of the heating plant towards the 
East end of the basement will make possible a removal of the 
lunchroom equipment to that large basement space previously 
occupied by the steam boiler and coal-bin; and it will make 
available another classroom space on the main floor of the 
building. 


For facilities——Recreation facilities are very good out- 
doors, but have always been “make-shift” indoors. Lavatory 
facilities at both schools are adequate, though placed in the 
basements,—not a desirable thing by present-day school 
building standards. There remains ‘Transportation Facilities” 
for discussion: 


Ail existing bus contracts terminate next June, and must 
be re-advertised for bids. And ALL PUPIL-TRANSPORTATION 
REMAINS UNDER YOUR COMMITTEE'S JURISDICTION, even 
after the Regional School starts operating. Present Juniors and 
Sophomores enrolled at Northampton High School will con- 
tinue to attend there to their curriculum-completion; and with 
the Smith's School pupils there must continue to be provision 
for their transportation to Northampton. And, additional trans- 
portation must be provided to transport Seventh and Eighth 
Grade pupils to the Regional school next fall, besides the 
upper class pupils now. 


EDUCATIONAL COSTS 


As this report is written, the separate financial report still 
has to be given a final checking before being sent to the 
printer. However, 1955 total school expenditures were tenta- 
tively $57,495.00, an increase over those of 1954 of just under 
eleven per cent. Meanwhile, Income to Whately on account 
of schools, as I have been notified by the State Department of 
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Education by letters, totalled $17,770.86, making a net cost to 
the town for 1955 of $34,075.11. 


The 1956 School Budget Estimate total of $53,680.00, as 
compared to the 1955 Budget total of $57,075.00, is a decrease 
of just under six per cent. In the estimate of 1956 income, two 
of those items show considerable increase; and that increase 
is predicated on information I have received from the Regional 
Committee that percentage increases will be forthcoming be- 
cause of their construction contract having been signed last 
September, — that is not yet confirmed by the State Depart- 
ment of Education. 


Nineteen fifty-five cost increases were caused in great 
part by tuition-rate increases at Northampton High School and 
Smith's Agricultural School throughout last year. Deerfield 
High School's charges remained as previously; and they will 
continue so through next June, incidentally. Vocational costs 
are a variable, which cannot always be planned closely be- 
cause pupils may change to vocational curricula quite easily, 
—Smith'’s School's tuition costs rose from $175.00 to $250.00 
per pupil per year as of last January. 


In 1956, as I stated previously, I do not know just what 
our teacher situation will be until later; but on the supposition 
that one less full-time teacher than now on our staff will be 
needed next September, there will be a saving of only one- 
third of that teacher's salary since we pay over the twelve 
months of the year. Meanwhile, those remaining will be in 
line for incremental raises, according to our salary scale. 
However, you will note that there will be a considerable sav- 
ing in the “High School Tuitions” item, due to ALL Ninth and 
Tenth Grade high school pupils going to the Regional school 
next September and only a few present Sophomores and Jun- 
iors continuing to attend Northampton High School. 


As stated previously, all pupil-transportation will continue 
to be under your jurisdiction, with its attendant costs. 
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MISCELLANEOUS DISCUSSIONS 


Over the past three decades this Commonwealth has been 
giving increased recognition to the fact that MENTAL HEALTH 
is vital to people’s well-being, as well as physical health; and 
that is a most important factor in the schools. Up to 1954 there 
had been a state requirement that school committees ascertain 
the numbers of their pupils who were retarded three or more 
years in school accomplishment, and providing that a town 
having ten or more such pupils must provide them with Spe- 
cial Class instruction. That was completely revised in 1954. 


Three (3) classes of mentally-retarded pupils must now be 
ascertained in the EDUCABLE, TRAINABLE, and CUSTODIAL 
classifications; and for FIVE or more in the first two categories, 
special instruction must be provided. Furthermore, such as- 
certaining must be made by State-approved phychologists 
and/or psychometrists, at costs to the committees concerned 
which are reimbursible one-half by the State. 


Under the old system we had the yearly services (with 
occasional lapses) of the Belchertown Travelling Psychiatric 
Clinic; but last year that clinic’s services were discontinued, 
and we had to obtain such testing by a staff-psychometrist of 
the Northampton State Hospital, for per capita fees, and on 
his own spare time from regular duties. 


Recently a Mental Health Clinic has been established in 
Greenfield, with which I hope we can do business this year, 
though its approval for school purposes has not yet been ob- 
tained from the State Department of Education as this is 
written. 


I refer you to Mr. Taylor's report, elsewhere in these 
pages, for a summary of what we do in REMEDIAL READING. 
I can assure this report's readers that he uses PHONICS; also 
that he obtains very real co-operation from his pupils. 


We still need more teacher-substitutes. Those we have 
on call now are very fine, and have broken other appoint- 
ments on occasion when I have asked them to report for sub- 
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stitute duty in the schools; but as this is written, only one 
Whately resident is currently available. I shall be very glad 
to discuss matters with others who are interested in this im- 
portant duty. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


I need not make recommendations other than the peren- 
nials: 

l. That Whately citizens, especially parents of pupils in 
the schools, shall visit those schools. 

2. That applicants for work certificates come to my office 
on school days between 8:45 A.M. and 4:30 P.M., and bring 
with them their birth certificates and knowledge of their pro- 
spective jobs. For those who attend school or are presently 
working in Northampton, — Supt. Barry at Northampton High 
School is delegated to issue such certificates for me. 


CONCLUSION 


This section of my report marks the final school year of 
an era. The ‘Eight-Four Plan” of public school operation has 
been in effect by and large ever since the start of public 
school operation here; and the Regional school’s establish- 
ment next September will be the start of a Six-Six Plan, with 
odd repercussions involved. 

Next June will occur Whately’s last Eighth Grade Gradua- 
tion; and I think that elimination of graduations until that from 
high school is a progressive step which will aid in retaining 
pupils in school. 

Iam glad to extend my very grateful thanks to your Com- 
mittee, to the school principals and teachers, and to all others 
who have worked for the betterment of the schools this past 
year. It was a busy year, and one of accomplishment; and I 
am sure we can look forward very confidently to what the fu- 
ture will bring.

Much is being written and lectured about music educa- 
tion as a medium for producing good citizenship in today’s 
youth. . 


One speaker recently lectured on the overall objective 
of music education as that of providing good citizens by creat- 
ing sensitivity to the world around us, by the realization of the 
part music has played in making the world what it is. 


This speaker felt that skills and attitudes should be en- 
couraged, skills that function both now and in later life. He 
felt that understandings versus isolated facts should be en- 
couraged but that ability to delve into books for the purpose 
of obtaining facts should be taught. 


In an article entitled ‘Music Education, Handmaiden of 
Democracy” the author, Joseph A. Trongone, Assistant Director 
of Music, Boston Public Schools, states that “the children of 
today are the citizens of tomorrow, and that the goal for all 
educators should tend toward building a citizenry of high 
standards—intellectually, socially, and physically.” 


Mr. Trongone proceeds in the article to demonstrate how 
music education fulfils its obligations in this respect—mental 
processes are sharpened, as well as the development of con- 
centrations and physical reflexes, proper attitudes and feelings 
essential to a democratic way of living are attained while 
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good posture and breathing so essential when singing or 
playing an instrument improves physical conditions of the 
participants. : 

I bring the thoughts of these two educators to show the 
trend in thinking of music educators as well as to provide a 
rule of thumb by which this supervisor may judge of her own 
work in music education.

I herewith submit my report as Nurse to the schools in 
Conway, Sunderland and Whately. 

There were 264 visits paid to the schools, and 63 visits to 
the homes of sick children. 

There were very few cases of communicable disease this 
year, though isolated cases of measles, mumps and scarlet 
fever were reported. 

The physical examinations were carried out by Dr. Boeh 
in Conway, Dr. Rice in Whately and Dr. Colleran in Sunder- 
land. Routine weighing and measuring, vision and hearing 
testing were carried out. 

Early in June Salk vaccine was given by the school 
physicians to Ist and 2nd grade children who had their 
parents’ written consent. One hundred and thirty children 
received the shots. We were very fortunate for no child con- 
tracted polio this year. 

Dental clinics were held in each of the schools by Dr. 
Glade Hall of Florence. 

Immunization against diphtheria, tetanus and whooping 
cough were also given by the school physicians. 

Five children spent three weeks at Greenfield Health Camp 
in the summer. | 

Thank you, Mr. Osborne, Miss Harris, the school physi- 
cians, and the teachers and parents who have been so co- 
operative all year.

Dear Mr. Osborne: 
I submit herewith my annual report as Remedial English 
Consultant for the towns of the Deerfield School Union. 


I have visited the schools of the Union at the rate of one 
per week. The first week was spent in acquainting myself with 
the students and teachers, testing, and diagnosing individual 
students. Succeeding visits were spent in instruction. Classes 
have purposefully been kept to a maximum of three. Individual 
instruction, whenever possible, has been maintained. Con- 
sultations with teachers concerning work during my absence 
have been made. I have given many students work to be 
done at their homes with the aid of their parents. 


It is encouraging for me to be able to report that more 
and more people are becoming concerned with the reasons 
for failures rather than in the failures themselves. Frequently 
these failures are not due to a lack of motivation or of ability. 
Many who have the ability are blocked by conditions over 
which they have no control. Poor reading alone can consti- 
tute a handicap which students are not able to overcome by 
their own efforts. Students who have difficulty with the as- 
pects of school work which have to do with language associa- 
tion and learning — reading, spelling, writing, written ex- 
pression and oral expression, though endowed with better 
than average ability, will often fail in school and be affected 
as persons by such failures. The fact that some students show 
greater language aptitude than others is no longer a question. 
It is an inherent skill and varies with the individual. The prob- 
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lem is not one of “Remedial Reading”, but of language 
aptitude. 


I have received many queries for my opinion on the phonic 
versus word-association method of teaching reading. My 
replies have been that I prefer any method which will help 
the individual to read. My own method depends heavily on 
the phonic method. However, it must be emphasized that I 
am a remedial instructor, and would change if I were to teach 
a regular classroom group. 


Success of any remedial program cannot be measured in 
so short a period as I have spent thus far. Yet some teachers 
have already commented on the improvement of some stu- 
dents. It concerns a far greater period for the vast majority. 
There is no simple cure for the remedial student. The neeess- 
ity for curriculum planning in which the aptitude of the re- 
medial student is taken into consideration is apparent. 


In conclusion may I thank you for your cooperation given 
me at all times.

Sir: 
As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Whately for the period from June 


9, 1953, the date of the previous audit, to June 18, 1955, and 
submit the following report thereon: 
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The records of financial transactions of the several de- 
partments receiving or disbursing town funds or sending out 
bills for collection were examined, checked, and verified by 
comparison with the books of the town bookkeeper and the 
treasurer. : 


The surety bonds of the officials required to furnish them 
for the faithful performance of their duties were examined and 
found to be in proper form. 


The general and appropriation ledger accounts as kept 
by the town bookkeeper, were examined and checked in de- 
tail. The receipts, as recorded, were compared with the treas- 
urer's cash book, while the recorded payments were checked 
with ihe treasury warrants authorizing the distribution of town 
funds. 


The appropriation accounts, as recorded on the ledger, 
were checked with the town meeting records of the town clerk, 
and all other accounts were checked with information in the 
departments in which the transactions originated. The 
ledger was analyzed, a trial balance was taken off, and a bal- 
ance sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared 
showing the financial condition of the town on June 18, 1955. 


The books and accounts of the iown treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were 
analyzed and compared with the records of the departments 
collecting money for the town and with other sources from 
which money was paid into the town treasury. The payments 
were checked with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the 
disbursement of town funds. 


The cash book additions were verified, and the cash bal- 
ance on June 18, 1955 was proved by actual count of the cash 
on hand and by reconciliation of the bank balance with a 
statement furnished by the depository. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the trust and investment funds in the custody of 
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the town treasurer were examined and listed. The income 
was proved, the bequests were checked, the sales and pur- 
chases of securities were proved, and the amounts deposited 
and withdrawn were verilied. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were checked 
with the records of the tax collector and town treasurer and 
with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal 
taxes and the county retirement system were examined and 
checked, the payments to the proper agencies being verified. 
The amounts on hand to the credit of the town employees 
were listed and proved with the treasurer's records and with 
the ledger controls. 


The receipts for licenses issued by the selectmen were 
checked with the record of licenses granted. The payments 
to the treasurer were verified and the cash on hand June 18, 
1955 was proved by actual count. 


The records of charges for the use of town-owned. high- 
way equipment and for workmen’s compensation insurance 
were checked with the records of the highway department. 
The recorded collections were listed and the payments to the 
treasurer were verified. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The accounts outstanding at 
the time of the previous audit, as well as all subsequent com- 
mitment lists of poll, personal property, and real estate taxes 
and motor vehicle and trailer excise, were audited and proved 
with the assessors’ warrants commiting them for collection. 
The collections, as recorded, were compared with the pay- 
ments to the town treasurer, the abatements were checked 
with the assessors’ records of abatements granted, the trans- 
fers to tax titles were checked, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and proved with the town bookkeeper’s ledger 
accounts. The cash balance on June 18, 1955 was proved by 
actual count of the cash on hand. 
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Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by 
sending notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town, the replies 
received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are 
correct. 


The financial transactions of the town clerk were ex- 
amined and checked. The receipts on account of dog and 
sporting licenses, as well as for gasoline registrations, were 
examined and checked. The payments to the State and to the 
town treasurer were verified, and the cash on hand June 18, 
1955 was proved by actual count. 


The appropriations were listed from the town clerk's rec- 
ord of town meetings, and the amounts voted were compared 
with the aggregate appropriations raised by the assessors in 
the computation of the tax rates for 1954 and 1955. 


The recorded receipts of the sealer of weights and meas- 
ures were checked with the record of work done and the pay- 
ments to the treasurer were verified. 


The records of receipts of the librarian were examined and 
checked. The payments to the treasurer were verified and 
the cash on hand was proved by actual count. 


The recorded receipts of the school lunch program were 
examined and checked, and the payments to the treasurer 
were verified. 


The records of the cemetery department pertaining to sale 
of lots and interments were examined and checked, and the 
payments to the treasurer were verified. 


The records of accounts receivable of the health and 
public welfare departments were examined and checked. 
The departmental records were analyzed, the recorded collec- 
tions were compared with the treasurer's recorded receipts, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved with the 
town. bookeeper’s ledger controls. 


The records pertaining to Federal grants on account of aid 
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to dependent children, disability assistance, and old age as- 
sistance were examined and checked, and the amounts paid 
to the town treasurer were verified. 


The accounts relative to State and County aid to high- 
ways were examined and checked with the agreements re- 
ceived from the State Department of Public Works and the 
county commissioners. The amounts received from the State 
and County were verified, and the amounts outstanding were 
proved. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Deerfield- 
Whately Veterans’ Service District were examined and 
checked. The receipts consisting of town assessments and 
refunds were checked. The payments were proved with the 
warrants authorizing the disbursements and with the can- 
celled checks on file. The cash balance on June 18, 1955 was 
verified by reconciliation of the bank balance with a state- 
ment furnished by the depository. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to 
this report tables showing reconciliations of the treasurer's 
and the tax collector's cash, summaries of the tax and depart- 
mental accounts, as well as schedules showing the transac- 
tions and condition of the trust and investment funds. 


While engaged in making the audit cooperation was re- 
ceived from all town officials, for which, on behalf of my as- 
sistomts and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.
